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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/21/05 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 1/7/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The specification 
discloses a stent or a main branch stent including a body and a plurality of members 
extending from a side portion of the stent and a single balloon catheter delivery the 
main branch stent to a treated site. The specification fails to disclose a bifurcated stent 
(including a main and a branch stent) being delivery by a single catheter having only a 
single balloon. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 17, 19, 39-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The original specification fails to disclose a 
single catheter having a single balloon for delivering a bifurcated stent assembly. The 
specification discloses a stent or main branch stent including a body and a plurality of 
members extending from a side portion of the stent and a single balloon catheter 
delivery the main branch stent to a treated site. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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6. Claims 17, 19, 39, 40, 41, 42-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Vardi et al. (6,325,826). 

Vardi et al. disclose two single catheters, each with a single balloon (24, 25) and 
the stent having structure and being made from material as claimed wherein the stent 
includes a first stent body (40, 100) including a side opening and a plurality of members 
(38 or 106) moveably engaged to the stent wall (Figs. 7-10 & 13a-13f, col. 8 to col. 10, 
also see the detail description for the materials of the stent as claimed). Inherently, as 
the balloon expanded, the portion of the balloon 25 which extending through the 
opening 16 and expandable portion 38 is thinner (because of the stretching) than the 
rest of the balloon 25 which remains in the main stent 40. 

The introductory statement of intended use and all other functional statements 
have been carefully considered but are deemed not to impose any structural limitations 
on the claims distinguishable over the Vardi et al.'s system which is capable of being 
used as claimed if one desires to do so. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 1/7/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Vardi fails to provide a single catheter is utilized in 
the deployment of a bifurcated stent (40). Examiner disagrees. Figs. 7-9 of Vardi 
reference discloses the stent being delivered by a single balloon catheter. The claims 
limitations do not exclude other catheter or balloon catheter can be used to delivery a 
branch stent or other portion of a bifurcated stent.
